"WE DID THAT IN 1969, BUT NOW THE MINISTER (CAGLAY ANGIE)

2. RE PARA 2 REETEL, IT APPEARS THAT TEZEL MISUNDERSTOOD

GENERAL AGREEMENT ON SOME BASIC PRINCIPLES. IT IS LIKELY 
THAT HE WAS REEERRING TO THE DISCUSSION AS A WHOLE IN WHICH 
CAGLAYANGIL SUMMED UP HIS ARGUMENTS BY SAYING HE NEEDED 
TWO CATEGORIES OE SUPPORT: (I) TO MAINTAIN TURKISH FORCES 
AT NECESSARY LEVEL AND (2) SUPPORT BECAUSE OF ADDITIONAL 
US INSTALLATIONS IN TURKISH TERRITORY. IN REPLY THE SECRE- 
TARY SAID THE US COULD NOT ESTABLISH THE PRINCIPLE THAT WE 
PAY FOR THE NATO RELATIONSHIP. HE SAID IT MIGHT BE 
POSSIBEE TO ESTABLISH COMMITMENTS OVER A FIVE YEAR PERIOD, 
BUT FUNDS WOULD HAVE TO BE APPROPRIATED EVERY YEAR BY 
CONGRESS. HE ADDED THAT AN AGREEMENT COULD BE SUBMITTED 
TO CONGRESS, BUT THERE WAS NO WAY TO PROVIDE A 100 PERCENT 
GUARANTEE THAT ASSISTANCE WOUED BE FORTHCOMING. LATER 
YAVUZALP SAID TURKEY MUST HAVE THE RIGHT TO SUSPEND OPERA- 
TIONS IF THE AGREED AMOUNT IS NOT PAID TO WHICH THE 
SECRETARY REPLIED: "THAT IS INHERENT IN THE AGREEMENT. WE 
MUST FIND A FORMULA BASED ON MUTUAE DEFENSE NOT ON THE US 
BUYING BASES."

CONSTITUTE A COMMITMENT TO ANY SPECIFIC COURSE OF ACTION.
